Indeed, Mr. Balfour has
more than hinted that this is so, and |
has aunounced that British troops are
to take part. The Struma front hax |
long been purely a British preserve and |
{s probably one of the most unpleasant |
of all the unplensant positions which the |
British troops have had to hold in this
